Lobby Suggestions 


A distinctive looking lobby — 
is essential on this picture. 
Make it as modern as possible 
with a color combination of 
silver and black. Enlarge full 
figures of Kay Francis, as well — 
as the love scene between Kay 
Francis and David Manners. 
Do not enlarge scenes of Ken- 
neth Thomson, as David Man- 
ners has more audience appeal. 
Spot catchlines around the 
lobby, also use them for cap- 
tions on the enlargements. It 
would be a good idea to make 
a layout of fashion stills and 
caption it as follows: See Kay 
Francis feature the Parisienne 
styles of next year.
